On February the 14th, 
Concordia’s Board of Govern- 
ors met to discuss a brief 
agenda part of which was closed 
to the press. An early part of 
the meeting was comprised of a 
list of proposals presented to 
the Board by Loyola Student 
Association Co-President Marc 
Tigh. The proposals’ dealt 
primarily with the issue of 
Loyola representation of the 
Senate and the L.S.A. asked 
the Board of Governors to 
increase the Loyola day student 
representation on council by 
one member. The L.S.A. also 


recommended, “that a review of’ 


Senate and Senate Committee 
take place in order to establish 
if the Concordia structures best 
represent the positions of Sir 
George and Loyola.” 


The open session consisted 
of various committee reports 
their recommendations and 
statements from the Board 
representatives. The Opera- 
tional Services Committee of 
the Board presented a 
statement on the results of 
their last meeting where they 
heard a report from M.H. Sire 
the Director of the Physical 
Plant at Sir George Williams 
University regarding the opera- 
tion of the escalators in the 
Henry F.Hall building. The 
report said that, “escalator 
failures fall under two types: 
(a) excessive wear and tear on 
the machinery that requires 
intensive rebuilding and, (b) 
shut down due to overloading 
or persons pressing the stop 
button.” Part of the problem 
with escalator failures are due

ESA VP External 


George Prousseafs was 
elected to the position of V.P. 
External of the Evening 
Students’ Association in May 
of last year. The relationship 
between Proussaefs and the 
E.S.A. Executive Council 
‘cannot be described’ as 
particularly harmonious. 


The V.P. External was first 
suspended from representing 
evening students on _ all 
committees of the university 
and the E.S.A. Council itself 
back in September after only 
four months of service in his 
position. On October 30th, 
1973 Proussaefs was again 
suspended by Council from the 
E.S.A. and any _ further 
participation in Council busi- 
ness on charges claiming a 
“gross abuse of authority” 
relating to alleged unauthorized 
use of the E.S.A. Shell credit 
card and unauthorized expend- 
itures at the Montreal Copy 
Centre. 


Proussaefs was reinstated to 
his full position on Council on 
January 31st of this year. In 
retrospect, Proussaefs was 
Suspended as an_ active 
member on the E.S.A. Council 
for three months without trial 
and then reinstated. 


The following interview with 


Proussaefs contains his opin- 
ions and plans regarding the 
E.S.A. and its activities. 


ED. NOTE: The E.S.A. approved 
a trial procedure for the 
impeachment of delinquent 
members at the same meeting 
that it reinstated the suspended 
Vice-president.

Solzhenitsyn 


Russian writer Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn was hurridly exiled 
from his native land last week, the future of his wife and 
children remains uncertain. . 

Considering the massive injustice and brutal violence 
which Solzhenitsyn described as widely perpetuated, the 
decision to exile the Nobel prize-winning author is an 
interesting one. 

Over many years, the Soviet Union had come under severe 
social criticism, and Solzhenitsyn’s fate certainly could have 
been similar to those documented in the various books and 
journals he authored. Perhaps to have punished him beyond 
exile would have lent credence to the claims voiced by the 
expelled writer and others.

here it appears that the sickle has been blunted. But the 
hammer remains; there is no word as of yet as to the fate of 
Solzhenitsyn’s family.

So says Charlie P., 
one of thousands receiving 
treatment through acupuncture 
in Montreal. 





Mr. P., 57, a jewelry 
manufacturing Supervisor in 
Montreal, suffered migraines 
“about every day for the past 
twenty years.” Then a friend 
told him about Dr. Chin Kwo. 
After the first five-minute 
acupuncture treatment, says 
Mr. P., “I felt like | was floating 
on air.” The migraines disap- 
peared for several months, until 
it was time for another 
treatment. 


Dr. Kwo is perhaps better 
known for his successful use of 
acupuncture as an anesthetic 
during operations at several 
Montreal hospitals. 


On a much bigger scale is 
Prof. 
East End Montreal. Opened in 
1970, it was the first in North 
America recognized by the 
International Society of Acu- 
puncture in North America re- 
cognized by the International 
Society of Acupuncture clinic in 
the world, including China and 
Japan”, but excluding acupunc- 
ture hospitals. He and his staff

treat 250-300 people every day, 
five days a week. 


Special needles are stuck in 
each patient at precise points of 
the body determined over the 
last 5000 years of Chinese 
medical history. Different acu- 
puncture points are used 
depending on what part of 
function of the body is to be 
effected. Once inserted, the 
needles are either twirled or 
attached to electrodes. 

All this requires careful 
study, which Prof. Wexu is 
prepared to give. The Acupunc- 
ture Association of Quebec, 
established by him in 1972, has 
trained 6 acupuncturists, each 
previously employed in a 
para-medical field. All but one 
now practice in. Montreal, 
providing the majority’ of 
listings in the Yellow Pages 
under “Acupuncturist”. By 
comparison, Toronto boasts 
only one listing, and Vancouver 
none. 


The recent political thaw with 
the People’s Republic of China 
has a lot to do with the opening 
of clinic’s such as Dr. Wexu’s. It 
started with a bang when 
Richard Nixon’s personal physi- 
cian, and the President himself, 
returned from China last year 
excited by what they had seen. 
A group of 14 Canadian doctors 
were equally impressed during 
their trip to China last Spring.

mended that Canadian anaes- 
thetists be sent to China to 


study the discipline. With 
Prime Minister Trudeau’s visit 
to China at an end, more defi- 
nite plans are now being made. 
One Quebec physician, Dr. C. 
Letarte, is already in China fora 
two year study. 


Dr. William Huang, = an 
acupuncturist in Montreal, be- 
lieves Western doctors would 
need to remain two years, if not 
three or more. He explained that 
traditional Chinese medicine is 
based upon principles different 
from ours, and difficult for 
Westerners to grasp. 


The Chinese view the human 
body as a_whole,_ while 
according to Dr. Huang, “West- 
ern medicine tries to specialize 
too much”. In the East, an 
acupuncturist may stick need- 
les in the wrists or shoulders to 
Cure a migraine headache, yet 
to traditional western medicine 
these parts of the body seem 
quite distinct. 

In China, medicine is an art, 
while here “it is a technique,” 
says Dr. Huang. He _ said 
acupunture should not be used 
as a quickly learned technique 
to kill pain. 

Dr. Wexu disagrees, at least 
in part. As requested, he’ll be 
giving dentists a short course 
early this year on acupunture as 
a pain killer during dental 
surgery. 

Doctors and acupuncturists 
generally disagree sharply on 
the value of acupuncture, and 
how its practice should be 
regulated, and co-operation is 
relatively rare. 

Prof. Wexu claims he can 
“treat absolutely anything”, 
including allergies, various 
aches and pains, psychosoma- 
tic diseases, and migraine

headaches. “We relieve over 
99% of our patients,” he said. 

Many of his patients have 
sought aid from doctors, who 
were unable to solve their 


“problems. Prof. Wexu claims 


that some patients came after 
being “poisoned” by medically 
prescribed treatments. 

Dr. Augustin Roy, Registrar 
of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of the Province 
of Quebec, does not doubt that 
some people are cured through 
acupuncture, but he favours a 
psychosomatic explanation, 
believing most headaches for 
example have a psychosomatic 
basis. “If the patient has 
enough confidence in a treat- 
ment, it will work,” Dr. Roy 
said. 

However, he believes the 
medical profession is better 
qualified to treat such ailments 
through an appropriate method 
of psychotherapy. He blames 
doctors in part for the success 
of acupuncture. Many people 
visit a doctor with a specific 
complaint, only to be told there 
is. nothing wrong, with no 
further explanation to account 
for the symptoms they actually 
feel. After several such frustrat- 
ing encounters, a friend may 
mention acupuncture. The acu- 
puncturist will accept the 
patient’s problem’ as real and 
attempt to cure it in his own 
way. 

Dr. Roy is trying to convince 


tion 


doctors they should spend 
additional time with patients. 
He believes doctors must 
understand the psychological 
basis of many medical prob- 
lems, and not simply turn away 
people with whom they can find 
nothing organically wrong. Dr. 
Roy believes this would drasti- 
cally cut into the need for 
acupuncture and other prac- 
tices, which he termed ‘pseudo- 
medical’. 

The College of Physicians 
and Surgeons encourages ex- 
perimentation with acupunc- 
ture, but only by properly 
trained health professionals 
under the supervision of a 
physician. Dr. Roy emphasized 
that it is “not a panacea’. 

The College has received 
several complaints from acu- 
puncture patients. The major 
danger is of hidden diseases for 
which acupuncture would only 
relieve the symptoms, without 
treating the actual _ illness, 
demonstrating the need for 
communication and co-opera- 
between doctors and 
acupuncturists. 

Doctors agree that acupunc- 
ture will be increasingly used in 
Canadian medicine, but only 
after careful study. Research 
has been started at Montreal’s - 
Royal Victoria Hospital under 
the direction of Dr. Philip 
Bromage. Meanwhile, hundreds 
of Montrealers are visiting 
acupuncturists every day.

The Merchant of the Four 
Seasons: Much Needed Light

Rainer Werner Fassbinder 
has been variously described as 
the “surest talent to come out 
the the New German Cinema (by 
Roger Greenspun writing for 
The New York Times), “the 
director of the finest commer- 
cially released film to be seen in 
New York City during 1973” (by 
The Village Voice’s Molly 
Haskell), and as “the most 
important new director of the 
past decade” (by perhaps the 
most respected and authorita- 
tive critic of the past decade, 
Andrew Sarris). Before his 
twenty-sixth birthday two years 
ago, the rather unassuming 


pudgy mustachioed Bavarian, 
Fassbinder, had already made 
some eleven films, directed at

least aS many plays (some in 
conjunction with his Munich 
troop and several of which he 
had written), and frequently 
appeared as an actor in the 
theatre and on television. 
One of Fassbinder’s most 
recent phenomenons, the very 
film that prompted both the 
normally quite sober Ms. 
Haskell and Mr. Sarris to resort 
to veritable hyperbole, is a low 
budgeted 1972 feature, The 
Merchant of the Four Seasons 
(“Der Handler De Vier Jahreszei- 
ten”), which unfortunately, 
although perhaps predictably, 
met with its New York 
commercial premiere and clos- 
ing all in the same week. The 
film, which closed the two week 
long Contemporary German

Retrospective at the Sir George 
Williams University Conserva- 
tory of Cinematographic Art, is 
a complex, depressingly mov- 
ing tale that, when it is not 
steeped in the deliberateness of 
its development and representa- 
tion of emotional and environ- 
mental vacuity, sheds much 
needed light on the ill effects of 
petit-bourgeois mentality, in 
this case “mentality” as mani- 
fested by Hans Epp and his 
severely entrenched family. 
Primarily concerned with the 
exploration of Hans, a frustrat- 
ed little fruit peddler who is 
simultaneously attempting, be- 
tween innumerable defeats, to 
carve out a reality in addition to 
a living in post W.W.1I| Germany, 
and the painfully minescule 
level of “communication” that is 
maintained between him and 
particularly his wife, the film is 
largely a subdued study of some 
of the influences upon interac- 
tion (see Last Tango in Paris). 
Hans gets drunk and beats his 
wife physically, while between 
moments of ostensibly true 
tenderness, she abuses him 
mentally by savagely (however, 
not always knowingly) making 
real Hans’ various impotences. 
“| want to be left alone. | want to 
sleep,” Hans drunkenly moans 
after punching out his wife 


during one strangely sexual 


scene. 

In terms of method, The 
Merchant of the Four Seasons, 
which was initially wrought for 
German television, retains a 
washed out colour and stark- 
ness of imagery (omnipresent 
gilt edged picture 
frames on barren walls, etc.), 
that despite their obvious 
thematic contributions render 
the visual terrain not very screen 
worthy on one level, although 
revealing and certainly relevant 
to the depiction of Fassbinder’s 
vision of a perverted lower- 
middie class. Stylistically, 
Fassbinder’s work here can be 
likened to Godard’s favourable 
middle period, particularly in 
his use of tracking shots, 
editing, and utilization of what | 
like to call “the lingering camera 
technique’. The scene staged at 
the film’s end where, almost 
predictably, Hans’ funeral is 
taking place ona brilliant spring 
morning with birds singjng and 
sun glowing, struck me as 
particularly Godardjan in its 
irony. Here we are reminded, 


“3041 that Hans, as wé are all to 


varying degrees,, the victim of 
(political) circumstance and of 
perhaps life itself, can only 
cease to be a failure when he 
ceases to be.

It is winter out and there is 
no wood to heat the stove. It is 
hard to ignore them some- 
times, the bombs and gunfire, 
because they are so loud. The 
room is almost bare — its 
nakedness saved by a shabby 
sofa. 

This is the setting for Aleksei 
Arbuzov’s The Promise which 
opened last week at the 
Centaur Theatre. It is a 
beautiful play, tender, sincere 
and intrinsically human. 

Sixteen-year-old Lika has 
moved into an abandoned room 
after her nanny has been killed 
and her mother, who is a 
doctor, is away at the front. 

First Marat enter into her life. 
Marat, the original tenant of the 
apartment, is eighteen. Then 
one day Leonidik stumbles in 
the door - frozen and weak, 
they share their minimal 
portions with him and he 
recovers. Leonidik, the poet, is 
also eighteen. 

Throughout the action which 
begins during the seige of 
Leningrad in 1942 and ends just 
after New Year’s Eve 1960 the 
menage a trois undergoes 
many changes. The men leave 
for war and Lika survives on her 
own. After the war they meet

The war and Russia’s political 
problems are only important in 
a Causal way in that they bring 
about the meeting of three 
human beings that will greatly 
influence each others lives. It is 
not a political play, but one 
which uses war only as a 
background of reference and a 
symbol of better times and 
worst times. 

It is definitely a must to see 
the exquisite performance by 
Linda Goranson as_ Lika, 
Lubomyr Mykytiuk as Marat, 
and Marc Connors as Leonidik. 
The essential fluidity and 
feeling which they have for 
their characters is so subtle
